New York, September 20.—A_ dis- 
patch from Fall River, time 10:45, says 
the fire 1s principally confined to the 
granite mill, which is a total loss. The 
property is insured for $400,000.

The Plague. 


Many persons, no doubt, think that the 
plague is a thing of remote ages—that *t 
could not exist in these days of sanitary 
science and general progress; but unfor- 
tuneatcly all who think so are sadly mis- 
taken. The dread disease is raging in 
Asia to-day, with all the fatal char- 
acteristics that marked its course 
in the sixteenth century The first ap 
péarance of the present epidemic in Asia 
seems to have occurred last March 
among the Arab tribes of Sit-Istanik, 
from which it slowly spread to neighbor- 
ing tribes, reaching early in June the 
village of Marah, where its true charac- 
ter was recognized by Dr. Laval, who 
himself contracted it, and died in a few 
weeks afterwards. . From Marah it 
moved upon  Benghasie, Bagdad, 
and the surrounding country. It now 
extends from the eastern extremity of the 
Mediterranean and Red seas, through 
Asia Minor, and along the shores of the 
Adriatic and Ionian seas, into the prov- 
ences of southern Turkey. No little un- 
easiness exists at Constantinople in view 
of its steady march. Its virulence 
shown by the fact that out of twenty- 
three cases Observed by a specially fi})- 
pointed medical commission, in Marah, 
nineteen fatal. But in 
every there were local 
insanitary conditions to aggravate the 
disease. 

Two centuries have paseds-since the 
fearful disease invaded Europe. It 
reached London in 1655. But near the 
close of the last century Egypt was near- 
ly depopulated by it, and about the same 
time it carried off 247,000 in Fez. In 
1812,160,000 persons died from it in Con- 
stantinople; in 1813, Malta was visited; 
in 1830 Grand Cairo lost 30,000 persons 
by plague, and in 1839 the discase again 
swept over Egypt.

They can bestride the back, or they can 
ride on the eyelash, or the smooth lip, 
without slipping or sliding. ‘They nestle 
in the hair, swing on the c curls, peep out 
of ribbon bows, ‘hang by the ‘girdle, sit 
astride of the comb; in short, no circus 
rider ever Was so nimble, so expert, so 
various as are these lying devils. Each 
man seems by nature to hisownone, At 
first the old man is annoying; but he soon 
breaks in his subject, and soon rides with- 
out being perceived. If he only rode for 
his own pleasure—a kind of parasite, 
sucking good out of men—his presen @ 
would be more tolerable. But his only 
pleasure seems to consist in the mischief 
and wickedness he urges his victims to 
do. 

Now and then men get tired of this 
man and sling him off. ‘This usually hap- 
pens after some misadventure into which 
the malicious rider has urged his dupe. 
But he has been flung off too often to be 
troubled byit. In a few moments he its 
up quietly up and inhis saddle again. At 
length men not only get used to this load, 
but come to like it. They do not feel 

easy without their old man. They con- 
ceive a high opinion of his skill and wis- 
dom, and they trust him to secure sac: 
cess and to extricate them from diflicul- 
ties: and that, too, though every day he 
is the cause of disgrace to them, and loss 
and annoyance. 

But now and then one succeeds in put- 
ting off the oldman, and it is to be hoped 
that it is done so as to break his neck. 
This old man deserves no favors... It is 
the one should receive no mercy. 

But all are not so lucky. Men often 
throw him off for a while, and then take 
pity and let him ride a while. They of- 
ten carry him over diflicult places. They 
keep him for emergencies, and think that 
they have done we ll in getting rid of him 
for even half their time. 

But, ah! how much easier it is to go 
single than double! No one who has not 
tried it can conceive how much pleas- 
anter life is with the ‘‘old man” off than 
on! Few men can walk a straight line 
with him on their shoulders. To be rid 
of him is to save a world of anxious 
thought and calculation. The Spaniards 
say —and if there is anything about lying 
that they do not know, it is hardly worth 
telling—that a ‘“‘liar should have a rood 
memory.” But when once a man has 
learned to “speak the truth, every man 
with his neighbor,” he need not be| 
anxious. Truth always takes care of | 
itself. A le needs two watches, one for 
day and one for night, and then a hun- 
dred to-one but it will be detected. 

I dreamed the other wight that I had 
power to bring things out to the sight, 
just as they were. I shall not tell w vhat 
sad things [ saw, nor what transcendent- 
ly beautiful ones. But, as I was going

down Broadway.to Wall street, it oc- 

curred to me that I would see how men 
looked. And so I commanded the old 
man Om every one’s shoulders to appear. 
And appear they did: Such a sight was 
never before imagined out of Bedlam. 
All sorts of spirits, of goblins, of imps, of 
deformed dwarfs, of grotesque and_hid- 
eous faces, all sorts of keen and sharp 
faces, all sorts of ugly and demoniac 
faces, grinned at me from shoulder and 
back and head till 1 fairly shuddered. 
By the same power which had evoked 
tham | eomtmanded thatevery man should 
see what was on every man’s back but 
his own. In an instant the whole street 
was in a furore. ‘Such jibes and laughter, 
such pointings of the finger, and: ridicule 
and denunciation, never were heard. 
Every man saw an old man on somebody 
else's shoulder, 

I'then commanded that men should see 
their own ugly ‘‘ old man,” as well as 
their neighbors, and in an instant there 
Was sucha howl as was never heard, and 
men rushed out pell-mell. Such racing 
and chasing were never seen in Wall 
street, but nota man of themall could 
run faster than his “old man” could 
ride; some ran into hiding places, some 
plunged into the East river, and so wild 
was the confusion that it waked me, and 
there was nothing of all the scene before 
me, but only an open Bible, and the sim- 
ple words: 

‘*Lie not one to another; seeing we 
have put off the old man, with his deeds.
